1 . This communication is responsive to the Appeal Brief filed 30 December 2002. 

2. The brief does not contain a concise explanation of the invention defined in the 
claims involved in the appeal, which refers to the specification by page and line number, 
and to the drawing, if any, by reference characters as required by 37 CFR 1 .192(c)(5). 
Representative has provided a lengthy exposition of the invention (pages 3-17) which 
is not reflected in the claims, and has not specifically indicated where the claim 
limitations are supported in the specification. Furthermore, Appellants improperly 
introduce arguments in the Summary of the Invention relating to prior art techniques 
and alleged advantages of the present invention. Page 8, paragraphs 3 and 4, for 
example, are an attempt to argue enablement of claims 1-37 . 

3. The brief contains non-appealable subject matter relating to examiners objection 
to the specification . These issues relate to petitionable subject matter under 37 CFR 
1.181 and not to appealable subject matter. See MPEP § 1002 and § 1201.
